Women in Council. 


WASHINGTON, March 27.—The Interna- 


tional Council of Women opened formal- 
y here yesterday at Albaugh's Opera- 
house, with several hundred delegates in 
ittendance. Miss Susan B. Anthony pre- 
sided, and called them to order, after 
which Elizabeth Cady Stanton delivered 
an address of welcome. Miss Anthony, 
n calling the meeting to order, said that 
he specific purpose in calling the council 
x>gether this year and in this country, was 
je cause just forty years ago the first con- 
vention of women called by women was 
held in this country. The call for the 
meeting forty years ago, she said, If she 
remembered rightly, had no signatures to 
it, but nevertheless the two moving spirits 
in originating and carrying out the work 
were 
those 
of ' Lucrctia 
Mott—the 


sainted 
Lucretia 
Mott—and 
.Eliza- 


beth Cady Stanton, who was with them 
to-day. She referred, m passing, to the 
progress made in forty years. Forty years 
ago women had no place anywhere save 
In the home; no hope of pecuniary inde- 
pendence 01 place or position iu the 
world; no purpose in life except that 
which came through marriage and the 
home. They never heard any such thing 
then as a woman earning her living in any 
way except in teaching, domestic service. 
or in factories. During the forty years 
there had been an open sesame to almost 
all the avenues of industry. She was now 
almost the peer of a man in the industrial 
world. What was true in work was true 
in education—in everything. 
Men had 


granted them everything almost, but the 
one pivotal right iSy which the women 
of the country could protect all other 
rights. 


She then introduced Mrs. Stanton, who 


for twenty years had been, she said, the 
president of the National Woman Suffrage 
Association. 


Mrs. 
Stanton read a long address, in 


which she reviewed the history of wom- 
an's organized demand for woman suf- 
frage and women's advancement in this 
and other countries. The initiative steps 
In the country were taken in her native 
State—New York. In 1848 two conventions 
were held in Central New York, and tha 
saflie year the Man led Woman's Property 
bill passed the Legislature. Other con- 
ventions were soon called in Ohio, In- 
diana, Massachusetts, Pennsylvania and 
the other States. One after another 
adopted New York's advanced legislation. 
Thus started the greatest movement for 
human liberty recorded on the page of 
history; a demand for freedom to one- 
half the entire race, and the key-note 
struck in this country in '48 had been 
echoed round the world. 


Mrs. Stanton, at several points in her 


address, drifted away from her manu- 
script and sailed out into the realm of 
spontaneous oratory. 
She said she could 


not fully agree with Miss Anthony as to 
the degree of freedom women had at- 
tained. They were by no means so near 
getting all they demanded as s«me women 
thought. She referred to ihe fact that re- 
cently women had been denied admission 
to a college in Cleveland. Their claims 
could not be said to have been granted 
when 
colleges 
were closed 
againsl 


them. When she reached the point where 
she said: "Women were but the echoes o1 
man", Mrs. Stanton stopped, and said thai 
many persons expressed the fear that some 
women, by obtaining these rights, would 
be unsexed and become like men. "Why, 
my friends", she said, "we have never yei 
had any women on tho face of the globe 
We have always been meie echoes ol 
men." 


Speaking of the "more powerful ammu- 


nition" than arguments, which she said 
women might use if arguments proved in- 
effectual, Mrs. Stantou left her manu- 
script. "I have said to men of the present 
day that the next generation of women 
will not stand arguing with yon as patient- 
ly as we have for half a century. The or. 
ganizations of labor all over the country 
are holding out their hands to women 
The time is not far distant when, if men 
do not do justice to women, the women 
will strike hands with Labor, with Social- 
ists, with Anarchists, and you will have 
the scenes of the revolution in France 
acted over again in this republic." 


At lost night's session papers on Educa- 


tion in Its Relations to Women," were 
read by Mrs. MayWught Sewall, Sarah 
B. Cooper, Louisa Reed Stowell, Rena A, 
Michaels and others.

THE BUDGET. 


LONDON, March 27.—The Budget which 


yas submitted to the Hou&e of Commons 
(>y Mr. Goschen, Chancellor of the Ex- 
ihequer, last evening, possesses more 
novel features and creates a greater seu- 
<ation than any similar presentation foi 
many years. In expectation of something 
of this character, thousands o£ persons 
eainly tried to get admission to the gal- 
leries long before the speaker took his 
seat, hut the space alottecl to stiangert 
ir&s alreidy crowded to its full ca'.mcily 
Minister Phelps and several other pronu 
nent Americans were present. 


The Budget separates the impenal fion 


the local taxation, hut the manner of the 
division is not yet made clear. New taxe: 
ire imposed upon all street vehicles, ex 
cept those used in the pursuit of hub 
bandry and hackney coaches. The tax ou 
^he latter^iamed vehicles is, however, re 
wranged to the end o£ lessening the rat 
at taxatio n. Pleasure and racing horses 
porse dealers, choice winps and cham 
pagnes are included in the list of m 
preases, the latter paying five shillings 
dozen. New companies ai e taxed at th 
rate of one pound per thousand of capita 
stock, and brokers' contracts pay six 
pence on the pounds instead of a penny 
as formed. The Budget also

taxes from street hawkers, and lowers th 
rate of taxation on land yielding profitles 
husbandry.

Corcoran left $100,- 
000 m his will, 
which 18 supposed 
to be for the pur- 
pcreof establishing 
an art school. Pro- 
fessor E, A. An- 


drews, who painted the beautiful picture of 
Martha Washington which bangs in the 
White House, has bean giving fi'e» instruc- 
tion in art throe days of the week to such 
ttudents as could be accommodated at the 
gallery. A rapid advance in art study ia go- 
ing on at Washington, and the capital of our 
nation may one- day be the art center of the 
New World. 
Professor Andrews tells rae 


that this. $100,000 would be ample for the es- 
tablishment ot a school and the fitting it up 
with the oasts required. It would suffice to 
pay for the use of models, and would do 
great good. 


Tlie Corcoran Gallery of Art cost (330,000 


to build. It is a big two story brick struct- 
ure, trimmed with brown atone. Niches in 
its front hold gigantic marble statues of 
Phidias, Michael Angelo and Albert Durer, 
and at the sides the marble forms of Titian 
and Leonardo Da Vinci look out, The build- 
Ing stands Just opposite the war department 
and just above the White House. It is in 
the center of political Washington, and the 
historic houses of the capital are near it 
Standing on its steps, one can almost see the 
house of Davy Burns on the Potomac, where 
the old farmer lived who owned the greater 
part of Washington. 
Next door to it is 


Montgomery Blair's house, where Tom Ewing 
lived and where his daughter Ellen was mar- 
ried to Gen William T. Sherman, then not 
long out of West Point. Around the corner 
Is the old Sickles residence, where Barton 
Key loved not wisely but too well, and 
further along is the home of the late Million- 
air* Corcoran, where Daniel Webster fur- 
nished big dinners and big debts to hi* 
friends. 


The Corcoran gallery has a wide entrance 


hall. A cadaverous, dark compleiioned, in- 
torrogation-polnt-hke young man stands be- 
hind a tablo and takes your umbrella and 
your cane as you enter, and sells you photo- 
graphs, if you wish them, of the objects 
within. The lower floor of the art gallery la 
devoted to sculpture, and the other to paint- 
ings. Everywhere objects of art meet your 
eyes As you enter the vestibule you see a 
magnificent Japanese vase fully eight feet 
high, and near this is a bos relief of Phoebus 
and the Horses of the Sun. Along the corri- 
dors are casts taken from the work of the 
old masters of Roman sculpture, and the 
ugly face of Diogenes and the snub nose of 
Socrates look down at you as you go on into 
the balls of the statues 


The hall of. the bronzes is sixty-one feet 


long and nineteen feet wide, and it has 
caste of some of the famous Hildesheim an- 
tiques, unearthed in 1803, and the metal work 
of the middle ages is here shown. A knight, 
dressed in armor which was worn by Henry 
n, looks down upon yon from one side of the 
room, anil there are massive and highly 
wrought shields and helmets of the Sixteenth 
century. Here ia a copy of the famous Mil- 
ton shield, which represents the scene of 
"Paradise Lost," and the original of which 
cost tl 5,000. Here are some of Barye's fine 
bronzes, and Barye was one of the finest 
.sculptors the world has ever seen. The old 
Homausare lie:u ^reserved in clay, and the 
Grecian gods and men, which the college 
boys ato reading about to-day, have their 
fad-simile reproductions here. 


The most bauitif ul of the marble statues is 


perhaps Power's Gioek Slave, which created 
such a sensation uniong the prudish people of 
the United States when it was tafcen about 
the country and exhibited in its beautiful 
nudity to their e>e<!. It has a room almo&t 
to Itself, and this room is a! ways filled with 
sight 'seers. A copy of the Marble Faun, 
which inspired Hawthorne's story, is also 
here, and we have a number of fine works of 
sculpture by Rhmehart, Powers, Crawford 
and others. Theieavo busts also of some of 
tl.» great men of the country, and a flue bust 
of VVada Hampton has been lately placed 
among these works ot sculpture. Henry Clay 
has a place here, and there are numerous 
others.

Here is the well known statue by Vela, 


known as the "Last Days of Napoleon." The 
dying Napoleon is represented at St. Helena. 
He is seated on a marble chair, and there la 
a marble map of the world before him. His 
stony but expressive eyes ore looking out 
over the sea, and his emaciated form is full 
of the expression which might have been 
tliat of the conqueror of the world. He 
looks sad and worn, and the great feeling ex- 
pressed in the statue is remarked upon by all. 
Borne curious incidents happen, however, In 
connection with it, and I saw two country 
citizens, who had still the red Virginia mud 
on their shoes, looking at It yesterday. They 
gazed for some time in silence, and one said 
to the other: 


"That's Napoleon Boneyparty. He looks 


bad, don't he? What a pity it is he couldn't 
have been took when he was welll" And 
thus docs the ridiculous tramp on the heels 
of the sublime! 


A similar instance occurred while I was 


noting the handsome face of the young 
Caesar, which stands at the entrance to the 
bronze room 
This bust is- a very fine one, 


and It i eproseats one of the handsomest of 
men. The lips are especially large and well 
formed, and the face is beautiful. 
As I 


looked at it an old, thin lipped, withered 
faced woman passed by wi*'i a fresh young 
girl on her arm. As she saw Ceesar's bust 
tho old woman (.topped, put her bauds on her 
hips and said to her companion: 


"Mary Jane, look at that! Thar's a flue 


looking foliar, and he's got a good mouth for 
kissiu', hain't he?' And with that a crocked 
laugh came out of her thin lips, through her 
toothless gums, and the girl blushed crimson 
as she drew the old lady on. 


It is in tins hall of sculpture that the 


schools of Mr, Andrews are held, and here, 
every other day, may be seen classes of sii- 
teeu young ladies working away, copying

steps are easy, and we see tho pictures shin- 
ing out through the portieres as we go up 
We go through room after room hung with 
magnificent paintings, and one may study all 
the schools of modern art here. There are 
few ot the old masters), and of those which 
ore supposed to be by them the work Is not 
good. A horrible painting, or rather sub- 
ject, is that of "Caaar Dead," by Jerome, 
and it i§ considered one of the finest works m 
the gallery. Caesar lies by Pompey's pillar, 
with the blood flowing from him, and the 
conspirators are flying in the distance. You 
nee the ghastly pallor of Csesar's face. Tho 
blood seems to flow upon the canvas, and the 
picture has some of the realistic properties of 
the noted dead man upon the dissecting table 
in one of the famous paintings of The Hague. 


Lerouz's "Vestal Tuccia" took a gold med- 


al at the Porto exhibition of 1874. You re- 
member the legend. The Vestal Virgin, if 
charged with unchastity, is put to the trial 
of the water and the sieve She stands on 
the honks of the Tiber, wilh the sieve full of 
water in her hands. She has raised it high 
above her head, throwing her beautiful neck 
and arms into the foreground, and the ob- 
servers are breathless in watching to see 
w hether the water drops through or not. In the 
distance may be seen the bridge across the 
Tiber, and every surrounding seems to par- 
take of the breathless suspense ot the mo- 
ment In the picture the water does not 
drop, and the Vestal Virgin IB evidently 
saved.
